In Kansas, Nebraska and Colorado the 
elections will be entirely local, and 
the Populists will beyond question 
elect their tickets in nearly all tho 
counties in those three States. 


It is proposed by the leaders of the 


free coinage party to hold a great Na- 
tional Silver Convention before the 
campaign of 1894 is commenced to get 
the party in battle array for the great 
Congressional light. 
On the subject 


the Denver News has the following: 


Concerted action covering every con- 


gressional district in tho United States 
must be agreed upoi.. Agitation must 
be kept red hot, East, West, North aud 
South, during the coming prolonged 
labor depression, and to make this 
agitation effective a thorough organized 
movement must be perfected. It should 
not be forgotten that the approaching 
struggle is to be between the common 
people, the workers nud producers of 
the United States, aud the combined 
money kings of Europe and America. 
It is folly to underestimate the import- 
ance of tho coming conflict. Let the 
preparations for it be timely and thor- 
oughly understood.

He said the 
Secretary of the Treasury should be 
authorized to issue bonds, and pro- 
posed the sale of $200,000,000 bonds at 
3 per cent. 


Gorman made some remarks and was 


followed by Stewart, who predicted 
flnsincial disaster would follow repeal, 
as did also Shoup. 


Berry offered the Bland-Allison act 


as a substitute for repeal. He spoke 
for the silver Democrats of the South, 
who wanted something done for silver. 


Voorhees insisted that silver legisla- 


tion would not end with the passage of 
the repeal bill. He opposed the issue 
of bonds at this time, but thought 
Sherman was right aud provision should 
be made for bonds. 


At the close of Voorhees remarks 


voting on tho amendments commenced 
with the following result: 


The Bland-Allison amendment was 


lost—33 to 37.

A Georgia Slan Accuwsd ofa Murder WIilcll 


Wai Btiie-Ioped In Mystery. 


A Cleveland (Ga.) correspondent of 


the St. Louis Globe-Democrat sends his 
paper' the following story: 


At midnight a verdict was rendered 


in the superior conrt v.-hich relieved 
Marcus Van Diver of a charge of mur- 
der which ho has been battling for over 
21 years. 
In June of 1872 M. K. Palmer, who 


was at the time one of the most noted 
lawyers and politicians of the state, at- 
tended court here. He was engaged in 
the prosecution of causes against several 
prominent men charged with forging 
land titles. While riding to the home 
of a friend with whom he boarded he 
was shot to death. No trace of his mur- 
derer could he found. 
A few weeks 


later Marcus Van Diver, who was a poor 
cropper, suddenly bloomed out into a 
ma7i of means. "Where he got his money 
no one knew, and for want of a better 
explanation the people declared that the 
land title forgers had paid him to mur- 
der the man who was so much in then- 
way. This theory led to an indictment 
for murder. 


For some .strange reason, while pro- 


claiming his innocence, Van Diver al- 
ways kept his case at the head of the 
docket, and for 21 years has averted trial. 
To secure these continuances required 
influences of the strongest kind, which 
he always commanded. The courthouse, 
with many records, has been burned 
since 1872, and many witnesses have 
died. Van Diver elected this last week 
that it was safe to allow his case to come 
to trial. Among the persons present in 
the courtroom was the posthumous 
daughter of the dead lawyer, who is now 
n beautiful young woman. The verdict 
of acquittal was unavoidable, because of 
the death and absence of witnesses. Van 
Diver is going to move to Texas next 
week.

TOMBS OF THE PTOLEMIES. 


the 
No Mistake About the Discovery of 


Burial I'lace of Cleopatra. 


"Tbo tombs aro intact, and no doubt 


aa the excavations proceed the tombs of 
all the Ptolemies will be brought to 
light. There ia no doubt about the 
matter, as the names of the occupants 
are over tho doors. The doors are of 
bronze and cuvered v/ith Greek inscrip- 
tions. Hero and there the bronze has 
corroded, so that with the aid of a mag- 
nesium light they could see the marble 
sarcophagi and lots of other things in 
the rooms. Home of the vaults seem to 
be full of rolls and parchments, btit this 
is mere guesswork on the part of the 
observers. All will be cleared tip when 
tho kheclive returns from Constantino- 
ple, as ho is to superintend the openiug 
of Alexander's and Cleopatra's tombs." 


Dr. Grant Bey, the writer of this let- 


ter, goes on to say: "Lots of beautiful 
vases and gold things have been found 
and a most beautifiilly executed stela, in 
whose tomb they tound a crown of gold. 
My information is at first hand because 
I had a long conversation with the pro- 
prietor of tho land and the manager of 
the digging this afternoon. In the course 
of digging the Greek gentleman came 
upon a pit that led down to a series of 
vaults 30 feet below the surface. These 
tiro the tombs of the Ptolemies, and the 
ono exposed to view is that of Cleopatra. 
Tho others havo still to bo excavated, 
but they arc there—only all the passages' 
ai'o tilled with earth. Twenty feet deeper 
and only six feet above the sea level is 
Alexander's tomb, all by itself, only 
there aro some chambers near it filled 
with rolls and 
parchment—in other 


words, a library of ancient books."— 
Boston Advertiser.

The question of what to do with lads 


of from 14 to 18 years old has long tron- 
bled the society. Many farmers are tm- 
•vrilling to take city boys of that age who 
have been picked tip from the slums and 
have never had any training. They can 
do something in the way of correction 
for the younger boys, but very little 
when they are more than 14. 


It was decided that a farm on which 


the boys could receive some training in 
agriculture as well as religions instruc- 
tion would solve tho difficulty. Those 
boys who proved themselves willing to 
work and behave themselves could 1x3 
sent to farmers' homes, while those who 
showed no disposition to get along could 
be rettired to the city.- 


A committee of the board of trustees 


advertised for a suitable farm and soon 
had about 40 under consideration. One 
of these, two miles north of Kensico on 
the Harlem railroad, seemed tho best, 
but it was beyond the reach of the soci- 
ety, which Had only about $10,000 to 
spend—half the sum required. 


Mrs. White heard of tho committee's 


troubles about three months ago. She 
offered to buy the farm outright for the 
society on condition that it would ap- 
propriate the $10,000 it had intended to 
expend to an endowment fund. 


She made one other condition—that 


the boys on the farm should receive daily 
religious instruction. 
The society of 


course agreed. Mrs. White also added 
$10,000 more to tho endowment fund. 
The deed for the farm ia now in the so- 
ciety's hands. 
The boys will bo kept tinder a firm dis- 


cipline. • It is not expected to keep them 
on the farm more than a few months 
each. It is thought in that time it can 
be determined whether they are worthy 
to go into private homes. 


One or two practical farmers will bo 


on hand to direct the efforts of the boys, 
The produce raised will be sold in tho 
neighboring villages or sent to this city 
for sale. It is hoped in this way to keep 
the expenses of tho farm at a minimum. 


The society expects to have from 150 


to 300 boys there when everything gets 
into running order. 


In the 40 years of its existence the 


Children's Aid society has found homes 
on farms for 75,000 homeless boys and 
girls. It has long desired such a place 
as that provided by Mrs. White, where 
it could give the elder boys some prelim- 
inary training before sending them into 
the homes of the farmers.—New York 
Herald.

The sixteenth section of the In- 
dian appropriation bill, approved at tho 
close of last "session, provides that the 
president shall appoint three commission- 
ers to negotiate with the five civilized 
tribes of the Indian Territory for the ex- 
tinguishment of Indian or tribal title 
and to take the necessary t,teps for its 
erection into "a state of states." Each 
of these commissioners id to have a sal- 
ary of $."3,000 a year and "their reason- 
able and proper expenses" and shall 
havo a secretary, stenographer and i 
terprelers. 
Fifty thousand dollars were 


provided for the expenditure's of th: 
commission. The agreements they uiuv 
make are to bo submitted to congress for 
its ratification.—Washington Special.
